This Office Action is in response to a communication made on April 27, 2001 .

Claims 1-26 are pending in this application.

Group I, claim(s) 1-5, drawn to a storage system that has secure network accesses to 
information, classified as class 713, subclass 193. 

Group II, claim(s) 6-1 1 , drawn to a system for compressing and decompressing files or 
messages sent over a network, classified as class 382, subclass 232. 

Group III, claim(s) 12-20, drawn to a system that queries a database and fetches results 
and organizes into a displayable list, classified as class 707, subclass 3. 

Group IV, claim(s) 21-26, drawn to a image scan and character recognition system, 
classified as class 382, subclass 305. 

Inventions I, II, III, and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 

together in a single combination.

In the instant case, invention II has separate 

utility such as sending an email in a compressed for over a network, which is able to be 

decompressed by the recepient. Also invention III has separate utility such as 

searching any database for graphical files and displaying the results to the user.

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well, invention IV has separate utility such as receiving a document image and 
recognizing characters.

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
